CHILDREN TO BE 
TAUGHT SAFETY 


Anti-Accident Study Wil Be 
Part of Regular Curriculum 
in Public Schools. 


Atlantic City, N. J.—Two million 
school children this fall will begin the 
study of accident prevention us a part 
of the curricula, Murcus Dow of New 
York, president of the National Safety 
council, reported recently to the execu- 
tive committee and directors in ses- 
sion here. Special textbooks have been 
provided and other instruction by drill, 
Bloguns, stutistics, organizations, de- 
bates and other features which are in- 
tended to reduce drastically the esti- 
muted annual 20,000 fatalities among 
school children. 

School officials and teachers joined 
in mapping out the program and a 


textbook covering virtually every form Shampooin Marcel Wavi 
of accident and prevention was com- Gasiai warefon ing :

dren’s instincts for self-preservation 
and self-impressions, said the report. 
Use English Classes. 

For example, it is continued, Eng- 
lish classes offered an unlimited field 
for work in accident prevention 
through reading, composition, speeches 
and debates, Drawing had an equally 
extensive scope through posters, con- 
struction, sand-table models, scrap 
book and bulletin boards. 

An arithmetic class, it was found, 
could use accident statistics of the 
city, state and country as a basis for 
groups, problems, learning meanwhile 
to keep an accurate account of acci- 
dents so that the extent of the acci- 
dent situation might be known. It 
was found civics could include the 
study of municipal governments’ agen- 
cies for the protection of lives of 
citizens. Safety is emphasized in geo- 
graphy through the study of forest 
fires, and floods and peoples of various 
climates and countries, 

Study Current Dangers. 

Each month of the school year will 
be devoted to study of the accident 
danger most imminent at the time. 
These will start with street dangers, 
and continue through the list of fires, 
weapons, burns and scalds, poisons 
and asphyxiations, electric safety, fall- 
ing objects, railway tracks and trains, 
uccidents in play and drowning. 

Mr. Dow disclosed that in some 
cities where safety education had been 
tried out, fatal accidents among school 
children had decreased’ nearly half. 
In Cleveland such deaths decreased 
by 161 in the year. A 50 per cent re 
duction resulted from six years of 
school safety work in Detroit, he said, 
and St. Louls also had made a good 
record. The larger cities where school 
superintendents have taken up acci- 
lent prevention instruction included

Editorial 


“] believe in good roads, but I think it’s a 
country matter. Neither the State nor the 
National Government -ought to have any- 
thing to do with roads.” 

That statement was made in all seriousness 
by an otherwise well-informed and able 
esitor of a small town paper. 

In reply he was asked to answer the 
following questions: 

If the county, and not the State, were the 
sole taxing power, what would become of 
State schools, State capitals, State developed 
waterways, State boards of health, State 
departments of agriculture and State courts? 

If the county, and not the State, were the 
sole administrative unit, what would become 
of State militia, State police, State hospitali- 
zation, State charity, State insane asylums 
and prisons and State government? 

If there is a function for the State to 

form, why should the State not concern 
itself with the welfare of its citizens in the 
transporattion which is so vital to all its 
other interests? 

What would become of traffic, without 
State legislation? What would become of 
railroads, without State regulation? 

Where the State has no control and the 
counties build the only roads, there is no 
system! The only States in the Union which 
have an adequate, logical and serviceable 
system of highways, are those which build, 
maintain and control the main trunk-line 
roads by means of a State road commission or 
board. 

What is true of the State and the county, is 
true of the Nation and the State. 

Until there is a National Highway Com- 
mission, charged with the creation of a 
national highway system, the mileage of 
which will be built and maintained by the 
National Government, there-will never be, 
in this country which needs it so badly, 
a real interstate system of roads. 

The badly informed editor? Oh, he hasn’t 
been able to answer the questions yet! 


SAFE ROAD LIGHTING OF THE NEXT 
DECADE 


Cure for Glare Seen in Permanent Road 
Lights 


“Legislate against the glaring headlight 
fiend,” says the motorist. But legislation 
doesn’t cure the evils of glare, mainly be- 
cause the law which cuts down the glare so it 
is “safe” also cuts down the light so much 
ve its use is gen 

mparatively speaking, glareless lights 
can be, and are made, but their use requires a 
scientific adjustment of the lens, reflector and 
lamp, each to each and the whole to the 
running plane of the car. Such an adjust- 
ment does not remain permanent; variations 
in tire pressure alter it, and jars, jolts and 
looseness of alter the relations of the 
lamp and reflector. 

For the present, better designs of le-se3, 
greater strictness ia regulations as to tilt 
of headlights, and newer and better designs of 
headlights must be depended upon to mini- 
mize, if not to cure the evil. But in the 
future, the complete cure will come in 
lighted highways. 

A hundred years ago cities were unlighted, 
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or, if-lighted at all, were ve rly il- 
luminated. In thousands of tit’ Sores 
today the street lamps are so few and far 
tetween that the neighbor pays his evening 
visit equipped with a lantern. Yet qur 
cities are well lighted; so well lighted that 
tke “glare” trouble of headlights is easily 
solved by forbidding, ia cities, any but 
signal headlights. 

Exactly as the Post Office rtment 
maintains beacons to guide its mail fliers at 
night, so will the National Government 
eventually light its national highways at 
night. With the volume of traffic which will 
inevi-ably flow over national highways be- 
tween t centers, it will be more economi- 
cal to light them from the side, than to permit 
the motorist to light his own section of the 
road with an illumination which causes 
accidents. 


“SATURATION POINT” OF MOTORS 
FAR DISTANT 


Neither Pleasure Nor Commercial 
Development Near End 


That the country may become “sat- 
urated” with automobiles, after which buy- 
ing will be restricted to a predictable amount 
based on cars wearing out and the increase 
of population, has been a bugbear to alarmists 
in the trade for szveral years. 

Statistics do not bear out these fears. 
According to the American Automobile 
Association, in all but nine States, material 
increases were shown in number of motor 
vehicles registered during the six months’ 
period of 1923 over the entire year’s registra- 
tions of 1922. With six months yet to go, 
the record of 1923 in all States will exceed 
that of 1922. 

The State of Ohio climbed up to second 
plac: in total number of motor vehicles 
registered, changing places with California. 
New York again leads, with a total registra- 
tion during the six months’ period of 1,025, 
718 motor vehicles. Ohio is “second, with 
965,000, and California third, with 933,808. 
Pennsylvania is fourth with 922,062; Illinois 
fifth, with 833,920; Michigan sixth with 
624,590, and Texas seventh, with 571,981. 
The total number of motor vehicles registered 
in all of the States during the six months’ 

riod was 13,002,427, as against 12,238,375 

‘or the entire year of 1922. 

This shows a healthy growth, which is 
always an indication of demand far beyond 
that of saturation. But the real reason for 
thinking that the saturation point is infinitely 
distant is found in the soade' of the United 
States. With a total road mileage of 2,819,- 
386, of which only 350,000 miles are im- 
proved, what will the demand be, over the 
p’esent-day demand, when even a fifth of the 
unimproved roads become hard-surface 
highways? 


CONSOLIDATED SCHOOLS AND GOOD 
ROADS 
Real Highways Mean Education in 
Rural Districts 

The “little red schoolhouse,” good as it 
is, is not as good as the “big red school- 
house.”’ States which have experimented in 
rural districts with the ‘‘consolidated”’ schools, 
(sometimes called “union schools” or “cen- 
tralized schools’) report a great gain in 
education at little or no increase of cost. 

The “consolidated school” takes the 
place of half a dozen or more “little red 
schoolhouses,” collects the several teachers, 
libraries and facilities under one roof, and 
brings the children to and takes them from 
such schools via county operated motor 
busses, horse-irawn vehicles or trolley cars. 

The consolidated school flourishes where 
good roads are. It cannot be established 
wnere are only poor roads. 

The Saperiatendent of Public Instructio1 
in the State of Washington sets forth as the 
advantages of the consolidated school, that 
it provides a better s:hool plant, ie., makes 
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possible the erection and maintenance of 
more ‘modern school buildings and school 
facresse the enching eeu apd’ te untans 
8 to obtai 

better trained teachers, and gives the rural 
community the advantages of the uniform 
| eeeanegerge _It makes possible the estab- 

nt of high-school courses, and, in 
many instances, enables the rural district to 
erect a modern hig! school building. It 
provides special work, such as manual train- 
ing, domestic science, etc., in the rural 
community, and, finally, the consolidated 
school increases community interest in 
community activities by providing a central 
meeting place under attractive surroundings, 
making the school the center of the com- 
munity circle. , 


Designation of Cadet to U. S. Military 
Academy 


The War Department has notified me that 
I am entitled to designate from the Fifth 
Congressional District of Massachusetts one 
candidate for cadet in the United States 
Academy at West Point, New York, such 
cadet to enter the Academy during the 
summer of 1924. I am also entitled to 
designate two alternates who will be desig- 
nated in order of rank if the principal fails. 


The men whom I shall designate, both as 
principal and alternates, to enter the exam- 
ination for admission to the United States 
Military Academy, will be selected as the 
result of a district-wide competitive exam- 
ination. This examination, which is entirely 
unofficial, I have requested the United 
States Civil Service Commission to hold, 
which will, without my intervention, prepare 
the questions, hold the examination, correct 
the papers, and certify to me the ranks and 
relative standing of the competitors. This 
examination will be held at City Hall, 
Lowell, Massachusetts (Lowell being the 
only place in the Fifth District where Civil 
Service examinations are held), on October 
27, 1923, at 9 a.m. 

I have requested the Civil Service Com- 
mission. to give an examination of substan- 
tially the same degree of difficulty and in 
the same subjects as those which comprise 
the examination for admission to the Acade- 
my. The examination will consist of 
algebra, Pye geometry, grammar, compo- 
sition and literature, ancient history, history 
of the United States, mediaeval and modern 
history. 

The first three in rank at the mental ex- 
amination of October 27, 1923, I shall cause 
to be examined by an official United States 
medical examiner, on a date to be set-later, 
but subsequent to October 27, 1923. If 
all three pass the physical test — which I 
shall request the examiner to make almost, 
but not quite, as rigorous as the official test 
will be —I shall designate them in erder of 
mental rank. If one or more fail, I shall 
designate in order of rank those who pass, 
causing those next in mental rank to be 
examined physically until I am able to 
designate the men as principal and alternates 


who shall be the highest three in the mental 
examination and who are able to pass the 
physical test. 


There will be no expense whatever in- 
volved in taking the above mental and 
physical examinations, other than the item 
of the applicant’s travel. The examination 
I desire to be absolutely free to every young 
man residing in the Fifth District who will 
be within the proper age limits prescribed by 
the government as stated below. . 

The candidates designated as principal 
and as first and second alternates will re- 
ceive from the War De>artmeat a letter of 
appointment, and they must appear for 
official examination at the tine and place 
desiznated therein, before a Board of Army 
Cfficers convened by the War De>artment 
Graduates of certain approved schools and. 
colleges may be declared eligible for ad- 
mission without official meatal examination. 
The principal and alternates must be citizens 
of the United States and actual residents of 
the Fifth District, and must have reached 
their seventeenth birthday, but not their 
twenty-second, on July 1, 1924. F 

Although I expect to appoint applicants 
in order of qualification as above indicated, 
I reserve the right to reject any applicant 
who in character, temperament or other 
respect, may seem to me to be unfitted to 
make a successful officer. I also reserve the 
right to modify, as may seem necessary, any 
or all of the foregoing conditions prescribed 
by me. ; 

Copies of this circular and official pam- 
phlets, giving in detail the physical, mental 
and other requirements of the government 
and specimen examination papers, will 
gladly be sent free on request. f 

Those desiring to take the unofficial ex- 
amination of October 27, 1923, should 
furnish me with their names and ad 
as soon as possible, but in no event later than 
October 20, that I may be able to forward to 
each a card cf authorization to take the 
examination.

JUNGLE EXACTS ITS TRIBUTE 


Thousands of Human Beings Annually 
Lose Their Lives in India Through 
Wild Beasts and Snakes. 

India still pays its annual tribute 
of human life to the jungle. In fact 
the number of deaths from snake bites 
or the attacks of wild animals has 
steadily increased during the last few 
years, a fact which has been at- 
tributed to the great floods, a writer 
in the Washington Star reports. The 
rising waters have driven the ser 
pents out of the lowlands up into the 
villages, and have diminished through 
drowning the natural food supply of 
the larger wild beasts. 

According to the latest annual 
figures available, 55 persons were 
killed by elephants, 25 by hyenas, 109 
by bears, 351 by leopards, 319 by 
wolves, 853 by tigers and 699 by 
other animals, including wild hogs. 
No less than 22,478 died from the bite 
of poisonous snakes. The grand total 
of mortality is something like 25,000. 

The losses on the part of the in- 
habitants of the jungle were nearly 
but not quite so great as those of 
their human enemies and the domesti- 
ented animals combined. Ninety-one 
thousand one hundred and four snakes 
and over 19,000 wish beasts of vari- 

s kinds were killed. 
ie psi many cases of snake bite 
were successfully treated with Brun- 
ton lancet and permanganate of pot- 
ash, but It is nevertheless impossible 
to assert the value of this treatment, 
since no one knows whether all, or 
even a large number, of the cases 
trented were caused by the bites of 
really venomous snakes,

TEN BILLION NEEDED BY 
FARMS IN NEXT TEN YEARS 


Repairs, New Buildings, Ma- 
chinery, Fertilizers, Replace- 
ments to Cost Huge Sum. 


American agriculture, which has 
been turning out a capacity product 
with its physical equipment in a run- 
down condition, must within the next 
tén years save up and reinvest in the 
farm plant from $8,000,000,000 to 
$10,000,000,000 of new capital, accord- 
ing to economists of the Department 
of Agriculture, who say this is a con- 
servative estimate, 

“For three years farmers have pa- 
tiently patched, mended, repaired and 
used makeshifts,” an official report 
says, “Some time in the coming 
decade the farm must have about the 
same replenishment and renewal of 
productive plant. that the railroads are 
now going through. Before 1938, three 
fourths of the farm buildings will re- 
quire new roofs and new paint. 

“Probably a half-million new houses, 
barns and auxiliary buildings will 
have to be replaced and much new 
fence put up. Millions of new tile 
must be laid. 

“The haying and harvest ma- 
chinery will have to be replaced almost 
entirely; tillage machinery in large 
part; wagons, harnesses, etc., in part. 
Millions of new automobiles, tractors 
and trucks must be bought. Millions 
of tons of new piping, wiring, barn 
equipment and small tools; millions 
of new gas engines and stationary 
power appliances; millions of feet of 
lumber and tons of cement must be 
bought. ; 

“Millions of tons of fertilizer and 
lime must be poured into the soll of 
the East and South to restore pre- 
war fertility. The country's» work 
horses are old and before 1933 almost 
a new crop must be raised. 

“The men who control great capital 
resourees. must realize agriculture’s 
real and unusual need for new cap- 
ital, and they must realize that farm- 
ing in this country is still a basic in- 
dustry—an industry with a future that 
will pay ample returns on every dollar 
wisely invested. 

“One of the rural community’s very 
serious problems during the next five 
or ten years will be debt.”

After his return to his native hills, 
Grindstaff is said to have become In- 
fatuated with a brunette, but disap- 
pointed in love, he later decided to 
leave the society of those with whom 
he had been raised and took up his 
abode in the forest. He went to the 
top of Iron Mountain, built a crude 
hut out of small poles, stopping the 
éracks with moss gathered from rocks

Occasionally he would visit the set- 
tlement for supplies, which the peo- 
ple would gladly furnish him. 

His only belongings consisted of a 
dog and an ox. He used the ox in 
the cultivation of some ground he had 
cleared, When found at this hermit 
home he was lying propped up on his 
bunk, supposed to have been dead 
three or four days, his faithful dog 
keeping watch over him. 

Friends from Johnson and Chester 
counties gathered at his humble home 
next day and gave him a decent burial 
on the summit of the grand old 
mountain. A monument will be erected 
later to thé memory of one of earth's 
nique characters. 


BUOYANCY OF SALT LAKE 


Bathers Do Not Drown From Sinking, 
but Strangle While Afloat, 

A government official tells of wit- 
nessing a most convincing proof of the 
weight df the salt-laden waters of the 
Great Salt Lake. A strong gale of 
wind was hlowing over the lake, and 
driving its surface into low, white- 
capped ridges, while along the shore 
the foam lay like flat banks of new- 
fallen snow. If it had passed across 
a inke of fresh water of equal extent 
that wind unquestionably would have 
produced such an agitation of its sur- 
face that navigation in small boats 
would have been difficult if not highly 
perilous, 

But thé waters of the Great Salt 
Lake, although driven into ridges, as 
just remarked, showed a curious re 
sistance to the wind, and the waves 
rising to only a slight elevation moved 
ntong with an appearance of lethargy 
that the eye could not but notice, says 
the Washington Star. Yet there was 
an immense momentum stored up in 
those low, heavy, slow-moving waves. 
Venturing into the water at a point 
where the depth did not exceed four 
feet, the observer found that It was 
impossible to stand against them. 
Their sheer weight swept him resist- 
lessly along. 

The curious buoyancy of the water, 
containing 22 per cent of salt in solu- 
tion, increased the helplessness of the 
bather. He was not submerged, as 
sometimes occurs in the Atlantic 
brenkers, but was lifted and carried 
like a cork. It would probably have 
been impossible to dive through an 
oncoming wave after the manner prac- 
ticed by bathers along the Atlantic 
coast. In the Great Salt Lake people 
are not drowned through sinking, but 
strangled while still afloat. The bit- 
ter water may enter the air passages 
tvith fatal effect, but the body con- 
tinues to float until it reaches the 
shore or is picked up, ;

Visible Evidence 


The town meeting last Monday will 
be regarded as one of the most unusual 
in the history of the town. The citizens 
were called together in a special session 
to take action on but one matter: the 
advisability of constructing, and con- 
structing immediately, a stretch of road 
in Shawsheen Village at an estimated 
cost to the town of perhaps thirty 
thousand dollaes. When the situation 
was explained by Chairman Hardy of 
the Board of Public Works a unanimous 
vote was immediately passed without 
a word of opposition or a query sug- 
gesting opposition. 

Such unanimity of opinion and 
celerity of action is notable in town 
affairs. Seldom does any measure, how- 
ever much may be the necessity for the 
action called for, receive instantaneous 
and unanimous approbation from a 
town meeting. 

It was a wise decision. The necessity 
for rebuilding Haverhill street was 
imperative. Seldom is it possible to 
find a piece of roadway in poorer 
condition. At the same time the op- 
portunity offered itself not only to secure 
the cooperation of both state and 
country authorities but conditions made 
it possible for the town to obtain low 
construction costs. 

Monday’s warrant called fer the 
first action which the town has been 
asked to take for this kind of improve- 
ment in Shawsheen Village. The 
attitude of the town as a whole toward 
the development in Shawsheen could 
not have been expressed more definitely 
than it was Monday night, when one 
hundred per cent of the voters present 
at a town meeting offered visible 
evidence of the spirit of cooperation 
which those in charge of the Shawsheen 
project may expect to receive from the 
town.

He 
is the man who passes a slow-moving 
truck at the top of Sanborn’s hill rather 
than shift to second until he can get a 
clear vision of traffic coming in the 
opposite direction. He is the man who 
drives around the inside of a blind 
curve on a wet pavement at thirty 
miles an hour rather than slow down to 
twenty and take— outside of the 
curve. He is the man who fights for 
position at the heal of a line of machines 
not because he is in any greater hurry 
than the rest of the line, but simply be-

cause he dislikes driving behind some 
one else. 

Or he may be the man who turns out 
suddenly from a line of traffic without 
extending to the driver behind him, the 
courtesy of an outstretched hand indi- 
cating his intended movement. He 
may be the man who slows down 
suddenly at the head of a line of traffic 
and gives no warning because he does 
not intend to stop. He may even be the 
man who likes to drive his machine at 
fifteen miles an hour plumb in the 
center of a heavily travelled through 
highway, who hears no horns behind 
him and who is really responsible for 
more accidents than the average person 
realizes. 

There are hundreds of these breakers 
of unwritten laws, laws dictated by 
common decency which an automobile 
driver can break every day without 
ever having the necessity of showing his 
license to a uniformed man on a motor- 
cycle. Some of them have come to be 
known as evidences of reckless driving, 
regardless of the speed at which the 
vehicle is moving when the act is com- 
mitted, but a majority of them are 
still outside any action which the law 
can take to prevent them. 

Laws would really do no good in 
these cases anyway. The remedy for 
them lies with the majority of drivers 
who realize that they cannot drive 
safely unless they constantly keep the 
other fellow in mind. And that is the 
spirit which, if developed, would make 
our highways a safe place to travel on, 
a spirit which would do more to cut 
down the casualty list which results 
from auto accidents than any other one 
thing. 

Talk about it with some other driver. 
Get him ,to talk about it with another 
one. Instill this spirit into two drivers 
who haven’t got it simply because they 
haven’t looked for it, and you'll have 
done something worth congratulating 
yourself about.

Lecture on Forestry 

_A lecture on forestry illustrated by moving 
pictures was _given in Punchard hall on 
Tuesday evening by E. I. Terry, forester for 
the Massa husetts Forestry association. 

Mr. Terry was engaged by the manage- 
ment of the Lawrence Industrial Exhibition 
to deliver two lectures, the first of which was 
given in the Lawrence Armory on Tuesday 
evening. As the audience of about one 
hundred which gathered in Punchard hall 
on Wednesday evening was with only a few 
exceptions, unfortunately composed entirely 
of children, Mr. Terry was obliged to modify 
the nature of his address, telling briefly of the 
importance of our forests and methods for 
their preservation and extension, after 
which he showed three reels of motion 
pictures, many of which were really beautiful 
as well as instructive. 

To maintain our standards of living, 
carry on our industries, and uphold our 
national supremacy, the products of our 
forests are necessary, said the lecturer. The 
supply of wood and lumber affects the cost of 
food, clothing, and fuel. Neither coal nor 
iron can be mined without wood, nor can a 
yard of cloth be woven. Life on this planet 
would be unendurable without wood, there- 
fore it behooves us to take care of our 
forests, particularly since a shortage of 

One third of the area of this country is 
valuable chiefly for growing trees. In 
Massachusetts, one fifth of its area or 1,000,- 
000 square miles is available for the growing 
of trees. The object of forestry is to treat 
our timber supply as a crop which can be 
renewed rather than a mine, which may be 
exhausted. Fifty or sixty percent of the 
present cost of lumber is due to the cost of 
transportation, an expense which could be 
done away with if the trees were grown in 
Massachusetts. 

Mr. Terry showed three reels of pictures, 
illustrating the felling of trees, logging on a 
large scale, the havoc wrought by chestnut 
blight, ice storms and fire, and finally, 
methods of propagation of young trees and 
reforesting. The pictures of the winter 
woods and spring log-drives were particularly 
beautiful. 

The reel showing the awful havoc wrought 
by forest fires, most of which are caused by 
carelessness and which result in serious 


-|destruction of property, were vociferously 


applauded by the young audience upon 
whom the lesson of carefulness was apparent- 
ly entirely lost. 

Pictures taken at Fitchburg, which has 
the first town forest with trees planted by 
the school children under the personal 
supervision of the mayor were also shown.

LOST FIRST CARGO OF ICE 


Frederick Tudor Proposed to Ship ice 
From Boston to West Indies 
In 1806. 

When twenty-two-year-old Frederick 
Tudor proposed to ship ice to the 
West Indies from his father’s pond in 
Saugus, Boston thought him mad, and 
seafaring men, fearing the cargo would 
melt and swamp a vessel with difficulty 
were persuaded to handle his brig, 
says “Maritime History of Massachu- 
setts.” His first venture was 130 tons 
of ice to Martinique in 1805. On re 
ceiving news of its complete failure, 
he wrote in his journal: “He who 
gives back at the first repulse and 
without striking the second blow, de- 
spairs of success, has never been, is 
not and never will be a hero in love, 
war or business.” 

By 1812 Tudor had bullt up a small 
trade with the West Indies. The war 
wiped him out. After the peace of 
Ghent he obtained government per- 
mission to build ice houses at Kings 
ton and Havana, with a monopoly of 
the traffic. It began to pay, and be 
tween 1817 and 1820 he extended the 
business to Charleston, Savannah and 
New Orleans. 

Vessels had to be double sheathed 
to protect the ice from melting, and 
the captains had to be cautioned, with 
wearisome repetition, never to tet the 
hatches be removed. Tudor experl- 
Tented with all sorts of filling, with 
rice and wheat chaff, hay, tanbark and 
even coal dust before he settled upon 
pine sawdust as the best Insulator.

REWRITING THE HOLY WORD 


Dutch Historian Explains Why He Has 
Undertaken the Task—Makes Ap- 
peal to the Masses. 

Fancy the nerve a man must have to 
suggest that our grand old Bible 

should be. rewritten. 

And yet Dr, -Hedrick Willem van 
Loon, famous Dutch United States his- 
torian, has undertaken this task, very 
seriously and reverently indeed. 

He explains: “1 firmly believe that 
90 per cent of the world’s Christian 
population never look at the Bible. 
After all, it contains neurly two mil- 
lion words, and much of it is written_ 
in a langtlage which only the educated 
man can understand. 

“My book, which I have called ‘The 
Story of the Bible,’ only contains 120,- 
000 words, and the whole of it is writ- 
ten in the simplest language. 

“In the States, and probably the 
whole world over, there are a large 
number of the working classes who 
want to learn. But until they find 
something that they can easily under- 
stand they are at a loss where to 
start. 

“It is true that my way of retelling 
the old story may rob it of some of 
its charm, but I have tried to be rev- 
erent throughout, while all the time 
speaking in a ‘Tasguage that Is easily 
understandable. .; 


“This work ha¥‘taken mé nearly two | 


years and I have snent much labor and 
thought on it. I feel confident that the 
result will not only appeal to the 
masses, but it may induce them to 
study the Bible for themselves.”—Ex- 
change. 


HABITS OF FALL WE3WORM 


Explained by Official of United States 
Bureau of Erntomology—Question 
of “Intelligence.” 

The familiar ugly brown patches 
which appear on trees in the city, or- 
chard and forest in the fall are the 
work of the fall webworm, whose hab- 
its and life history have been thor- 
oughly studied by R. EB. Snodgrass of 
the United States bureau of entomol- 
ogy. These little worms, which are the 
progeny of a small, night-flying white 
moth, construct bags of glistening silk 
among the foliage in the spring and 
begin to eat the leaves inclosed in 
‘their houses. As the leaves are con- 
sumed, the houses must be expanded 
to cover more food, until at length 
‘brown patches of several feet in ex- 
tent appear in the trees. The author 
gives many interesting details of the 
life cycle of this little creature from 
the time the moth lays its eggs on a 
leaf, through its. various stages of de- 
velopment as a worm, until it spins a 
cocoon and goes into confinement only 
to change to a pupa, then a chrysalis 
and finally emerges a_ full-fledged 

moth, 

In concluding, the author speculates 
us to whether or nut such insects have 
uny so-called intelligence. “Can the 


caterpillars have appetites, a sense of || 


touch, fear of danger, and show resent- 
ment at an inter*erence with their 
natural rights withvut some conscious- 
ness at least of thelr own existence?” 


What Insulin Is. 

Much has been said In the news- 
papers lately about “insulin,” the new 
remedy for diabetis discovered by Dr. 
F. G. Banting, of Toronto University, 
but few people know exactly wiat It 
is. 

Insulin is an extract of fresh, 
healthy beef pancreas, a solution of 
the internal secretion of the pancreas 
of the ox. The extract is made by 
soaking the fresh organ in a mixture 
of alcohol and diluted hydrochloric 
acid. One reason for choosing this sol- 
vent is that while it dissolves the in- 
ternal secretion, the external secre- 
tion (whose chief constituent ts tryp- 
sin and which is of no value in the 
present connection) is left undissolved. 
The solution so made is sterilized. In- 
sulin has caused sugar varying in 
quantities from 2 to 7 grammes to be 
utilized in various patients per diem. 
The effect, apparently, is evanescent 
and lasts only eight or nine hours, s0 
that Injections are necessary every 
day.

DISPARITY FOUND TO EXIST 


| A clay tablet interpreted by C. J. 
,Gadd of the British museum, at the 
‘unnual meeting of the British academy, 
shows that the famous fall of Nineveh 
ufter a siege by hing Nabopolussar, 
jieader of the Babylonian forces against 
the Assyrian cupital, really took place 
‘nh 612 B, C. and not, as the histories 
stute, in 606. — - 

The clay tablet, about six inches in 
‘ength, is inscribed on both sides with 
« text in the minute cuneiform writing 
used by the Babylonians during the 

, ‘elgns of their own later kings and of 
the Persian Achaemenids who suc 
| ceeded them by right of conquest. On 
| the side the scribe has written: “Whe 
so.loveth Nabu and Marduk, let him 
| preserve this, and not suffer it to leave 


' his hands.” Since these two gods are 

particularly associated with Babylon. 
ar, Gadd suys, and since the text is 

' oneerned with the doings of a Baby- 
‘oninn king, it is almost certain that 
he tablet was written in Babylon It- 
self, und was, doubtless, found upon 

_the site of the ancient city. 

On this tablet, in the space of 75 
lines, are set‘ down the chief events 

. vhich occurred between the tenth and 
seventeenth years of Nabopolassar, the 
founder of the New Babylonian king- 
‘lum. But as this monarecn reigne’ 
‘rom B. ©, 625 to 604, it follows that 
he yenrs with which the chronicle 

' leals are B. C. 616-609. Most fortu 
ite of all, and indeed most unex: 
pected, these years are found to In- 
Inde that of the destruction of Nine- 
veh, which occurred in the fourteenth 
‘car—i. e, B. C. 612, some six years 
earlier than the date which has hither- 
to been inferred. In this connection 
the new record has an interesting con- 
trct with a passage of Old Testament 
history.

RECALL EVENTS OF HISTORY 


Documents Presented to Massachu- 
setts Historical Society Are of 
the Highest interest. 


One of the important gifts to the 
Massachusetts Historical society with 
associations of the anti-slavery period 
of the last century is from Dr. Vin- 
cent Y¥, Bowditch, says the Boston 
Transcript. It is a large volume con- 
taining letters, posters, clippings and 
other pieces relating to the famous 
case of George Latimer, the first fugi- 
tive slave seized in Boston, October 
21, 1842, With these is a complete 
file of the Latimer Journal and North 
Star, in seven numbers, published be- 
tween November 11, 1842, and May 16, 
1843, and edited by Bowditch’s father, 
Dr. Henry Ingersoll Bowditch, and 
William Francis Channing and Fred- 
erick S, Cabot. 

The seizure caused great excitement 
in Boston, and steps were immediately 
taken to defend Latimer. The ed- 
itors say at the outset that its great 
object will be “to give utterance to 
the alarm and indignation of Massa- 
chusetts at the encroachment of slav- 
ery on her soil.” 

The letter which Latimer, on Octo- 
ber 22, 1842, sent to the Boston minis 
ters asking that prayers for his re- 
lease might be offered on the follow- 
ing Sunday, was recently given to the 
society by Grenville H. Norcross, and 
is now with this collection. It is in 
the handwriting of Samuel EB. Sewall, 
and the signature of Latimer (by his 
mark) is witnessed by him, 


PRANKS OF THE LODESTONE 


Geme Glued to the Ground and Naile 
Drawn Out of Boots Are 
Among Stories Told. 

Swedish sailors tell queer tales about 
the country near the Arctic circle 
where lodestones are found. Hunters, 
they say, have laid their guns down and 
found them glued to the ground when 
they came to pick them up again. Men 
have have had to take off their boots to 
get home again, when the nails in them 
have stuck closely to the ground, says 
the Detroit News. 

There is the tale of the Lodestone 
mountain in the Arabian Nights, where 
a vessel was drawn toward it and 
toward it until, when it approached the 
fatal shore, all the nails were drawn 
out and flew toward the mountains 
and the ship sank to the bottom of the 
sea.

Few tennis players know how tennis’ 


balls for the tournaments held under 
the sanction of the National Lawn 
Tennis association are tested. It ap- 
pears that the machine that one ex- 
pert uses to weigh tennis balls is simi- 
lar in appearance to an instrument 
used to find the specific gravity of a 
liquid. It consists of a long glass tube 
in which water is placed at 75 degrees 
Fahrenheit. A second tube, on which 
fractions of ounces are marked, with 
a certain weight of buckshot in the 
base and a holder for the ball on top. 
floats In the water. 

A ball must weigh no less than two 
ounces or more than two and one-six- 
teenth ounces to be accepted, and 
when it is placed in the holder the 
tube reveals the slightest irregularity 
in its weight.

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It is hard to believe that the handsome, 
agile, graceful red squirrel which adds such 
a picturesque note to our lawns and parks i; 
an inv-t:rate destroyer of the eggs and voung 
of useful birds and spends much of hi tine 
in searching out nests among the trees. Such 
however are his habits naturalists and 
sportsmen class him as one of the most 
vicious of all gamecernying animals, 
In many places war has been declared on 
him by sdortsme2 who are particularly 
interested in riddi * their neighborhood of 
“vermin,” a3 the birds aid animals are 
call-d which prey on useful specics. A great 
mass of evidence has been collected: against 
the red squirrel showing that his depreda- 
tions are such as to make it necessiry to 
keep down his number if insectivorous birds 
are to be allowed to flourish and help out ia 
thir us ful work. 

The late John Burroughs wrote of the red 
squirrel: ‘‘ Nearly all the birds look upon it 
as their enemy and attack aid annoy it when 
it appears near their breeding haunts. Thus 
I have seen the wee, the cuckoo, the 
robin and the w thrush pursuing it with 
angry voice and gestures. If you wish the 
birds to breed and thrive in your orchards 
and groves, kill every red squirrel that 
infests the place.”’ 

Dr. B. H. Warren of West Chester, 
Pennsylvania, formerly State Ornithologist 


of Pennsylvania and a naturalist of repute, |- 


stated that some years ago when Thomas J. 
Edge was Secretary of Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, he received complaints 
from a dozen or more farmers in different 
sections of Pennsylvania about red or pine 
squirrels destroying young chickens. Several 
also wrote Secretary Edge that this squirrel 
killed the young of domestic pigeons. 

More than 100 farmers and sportsmen in 
Pennsylvania in 1897 and 1898 wrote to the 
Pennsylvania Game Department, complain- 
ing of this squirrel destroying eggs or young 
of many kinds of wild birds, game and other 
kinds. 

Prof. N. F. Davis, teacher of biology at 
Bucknell College, Lewisburg, Pa., had so 
much trouble with red sjuirrels killing nest- 
ing birds and eating their eggs about the 
lawn of the college campus where lots of 
large shade trees flourish, that he shot sore 
twenty of the nimble little red-coated 
murderers to end their depredations. One 
day six of the squirrels attacked and pur- 
sued a large gray squirrel and before Prof. 
Davis could save it, the vicious creatures

cornered their victim and literally cut it to 
1eces. 

3 Further damaging testimony is given by 
James Carnes of Clearfield, Pennsylvania, 
who states that the red squirrel is one of the 
worst pests-as he destroys so many eggs of 
the ruffed grouse, known generally in this 
region as pheasants. . 

The presence of the red squirrel is by 
common .consent among many naturalists, 
dangerous to useful birds for the protection 
of which there is such an insistent demand at 
this time. 

Dr. C. Hart Merriam who for many years 
was Chief of the Biologi-al Survey, Washing- 
ton, D. C., and who ranks as one of the 
foremost authorities in the United States on 
birds and mammals writes: “The propensity 
to suck the ezgs and destroy the young of 
our smaller birds is the worst trait of the 
red,squirrel and is in itself sufficient reasoi 
for its extermination, at least about th: 
habitations of man. I have myself known 


| him to rod the nests of the red-eyed vireo, 


chipping sparrow, robin, Wilson’s thrush and 
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ruffed grouse, and doubt not that thousands 


: where abundant, as he always ‘s 
dur'ng springs that follow. nut years, his 
influence in checking the increase of our 
insectivorous birds can hardly be over esti- 
matd. Dr. A. K. Fisher informs me that on 
three occasions he has known these squirrels 


to destroy young robins. I have long been | $8 


aware that this animal was an occasional 
depredator of the poultry yard, and find in a 
journal written twelve years ago, a note to 
the effect that a case come to my 
knowledge where one was caught in the act 
of killing both chickens and ducks. 


. According to all accounts the red squirrel, 
like other predatory animals, is extremely 
aggressive and does not fear to attack his 
prey. For aa I some years ago Dr. 
Howard Mellor of Sconnelltown, near West 
Chester, Pa., found that red squirrels were 
destroying the birds by robbing nesting 
places and feeding boxes. He states that the 
little animals would ascend the trees which 
are scattered about the lawn and steal the 
eggs. The eggs were lifted out of the nest 
and dropped to the grass-covered ground and 
then the sly robbers would descend and 
devour them. Amonz the species thus 
attacked were robins and cat birds

ani pears by cutting the fruit to eat the 
seeds. 

Late in July 191), Dr. B. H. Warren 
found under an isolated apple tree neat West 
Chester nearly five bushels of apples ranging 
from the size of a small marble to a peele 
blick walnut scattered on the ground under 
the trees. 

The late Mahlon Hutchinson of Devon, 
Pa., styled red squirrels, ‘ Rat; of the Tre: 
Tops” which climb about with agility 
stealing the eggs and nestlings of birds and 
then about the time nuts were ready to 
gather from some unususlly fine English 
waliut trees, on his premises, these four- 
footed marauders would take most of the 
crop. 

T1 some states the red squirrel has been 
protected by law but the mass of evidence 
proves him to be a destroyer of the worst 
kind, of game and useful birds and also 
inju‘ious to the other interests of farmers. 

Most sportsmen add him to the list of 
their enemies and he has been put on the 
black list of the New York Conservation 
Commission.

BUSINESS SHOULD 
AlD POSTOFFICES 


Firms Asked to Buy Stamps 
Where Stuff Is Mailed. 


IS BASIS OF OFFICE RATING 


The Postoflice department is trying 
to persuade business men throughout 
‘the country to purchase their stamps 
at the same office at which they dis- 
patch their mails, 

According to Third Assistant Post- 
master General Glover it makes a lot 
of difference when the stamps are pur- 
chased at an office other than the one 
from which the letters and parcels ure 
mailed, even if all the money does go 
to the gvvernment, 

“It is the one obstacle in the way of 
complete success of the present meth- 
od of rating postmasters of the first, 
second and third class, and for fixing 
their salaries,” said Mr. Glover. “The 
method is fixed by law and cannot be 
changed or modified by the depart- 
ment. Not only are the salaries of 
postmasters determined by the amount 
of revenue produced by their offices, 
but the allowance for clerk hire as 
well as other expenses is based upon 
receipts and not on the quantity of 
work performed, 

Operates as Check. 

“The system operates as a check 
and balance, preventing the employ- 
ment of unnecessary help when a par- 
ticular office is on the decline and, on 
the other hand, automatically disclos- 
ing the need for additional clerks and 
carriers when increased business pro 
duces increased revenue. 

“This flexibility renders the system 
of great value in preventing an excess 
of employees and in-maintaining the 
service machinery at a standard of 
efficiency commensurate with require- 
ments for handling the mails. It ls 
deemed far better than any previous 
scheme for rating postmasters and fix- 
ing allowances for clerk hire, and since 
its operation no plan considered supe- 
rior has been suggested. 

“There are, however, a considerable 
number of firms, printipally large cor- 
porations, maintaining branch offices 
in various cities, who make a practice 
of purchasing stamps in large quantt- 
ties at the headquarters office and dol- 
ing them out to their local branches 
on requisition. 

“When a large quantity of this mall 
is dumped into the local postoffice, es- 
pecially one of the smaller. offices, the 
result is a demoralization of greater or 
less extent, depending upon the quan- 
tity of mail. ae | 


v “It is inequitablexgecthe postmaster; 


whose salary might have been in- 
creased had the stamps been purchased 
at his office, and it is unfair to the 
clerks and other employees who must 
handle the additional mail without its 
being credited toward increased allow- 
ance for clerk hire. 
Unfair to Regulars, 

“But above all, it is unfair to the 
regular patrons of the. office, whose 
mail, of necessity, must be delayed by 
an influx of entirely unexpected mat- 
ter, unless the postmaster or the clerks, 
actuated by wholly .human emotions, 
hold up the offending foreign mail un- 
til the other mail has been dispatched. 

“Usually a firm is willing to co-oper- 
ate rather than incur the ill will of pos- 
tal alerks, especially when the impor- 
tance of maintaining the system of 
rating postmasters and determining 
clerk hire allowance is explained to 
them. 

“Some firms, however, have been re- 
luctant to make the change. They ad- 
vance the argument that it is prefer- 
able to purchase stamps at the main 
office so that they may be perforated 
with the firm’s initials to render them 
less marketable by dishonest em- 
ployees. 

“The department answers this argu- 
ment by pointing out that other firms 
have solved the problem by instructing 
their agents or dealers, when making 
their regular remittances to the home 
office, to render a certain proportion 
of the amount in postage stamps. The 
stamps then are perforated and re 
turned to the branch office for use on 
the company’s mail.”

A LITTLE OUT OF THE WAY 


Battle 


George M. Wallace, who occupied a ring- 
side seat at the world’s championship heavy- 
weight battle, has kindly prepared a first-hand 
account of the affair, as printed below. Al- 
though a bit late to be classed as news, 
Mr. Wallace’s story of the fight and his 
pertinent comments will be none the less 
valuable to those who are interested in ‘the 
manly art.” 


see a championship fight, in the history of 

rize-fighting, since the days of Heenen and 
Raver: as that which gathered at the Polo 
Grounds in New York City on Friday night, 
September 14. People came from all parts 
of the United States, Canada, Argentine, and 
Great Britain to see the Latin versus the 
Anglo-Saxon battle for ring supremacy in 
the heavyweight class. 


The writer was fortunate in being with the 
newspaper men, right at the ringside, so was 
able to observe very well what took place. 
The preliminaries before the big fight were 
mediocre. Everyone was glad when the ring 
was cleared and Luis Angel Firpo made his 
appearance in his diced black and yellow 
dressing gown. He looked like a caveman— 
unshorn, hairy, and tanned. He took his 

lace in the left-hand corner, nearest the 
ttery side. Within a minute, followed 
ack Dempsey—clean-cut, much_ lighter 
ooking, and bright-eyed. He looked as agile 
as a tiger. Jack hopped into the ring, went 
directly to Firpo’s corner, shook hands with 
him. Fi seemed indifferent. Jack 
answered the calls of his friends, waved his 
hand, and seemed unconcerned. He threw 
off his white sweater, which was tied around 
the neck by the sleeves, limbered up a little 
on the ropes, and got his shoes well covered 
with rosin. He looked every inch a winner. 
After all pictures had been taken, Joe 
Humphreys, the veteran announcer, cleared 
the ring, and the referee took his place. 


The bell sounded the first round. The 
fight started so quickly, it was almost im- 

ssible to follow it. There was no pre- 
iminary sparring. Dempsey came from his 
corner running, and Firpo sidled away facing 
Dempsey and moving towards the cham- 
pion’s right. 

Dempsey shot a left hook to the stomach. 
Fi launched a straight right. As Dem 
sey’s punch missed, Firpo’s landed. It 
caught the champion on the chin and brought 
him up short, driving him back solidly on his 
heels. Jack’s knees shook and he sagged. 
He was hurt and clinched.

Interesting Account of Dempsey-Firpo 


Never was there such a crowd gathered 


them, Dempsey bore down on Firpo. He 
beat the challenger to the punch with a 
left hook high to the jaw. Firpo dropped to 
hands and knees, but he arose before a count 
could be started. 

Firpo came up fighting. He rushed at 
Dempsey, punching with his right. Demp- 
sey took it high on the head as he hooked 
another left to Firpo’s jaw which dropped 
the Argentine for the second time. 

As before, Firpo was up without a count. 
He met Dempsey willingly. In an exchange 
of blows, the champion brought a short right 
inside uppercut to Firpo’s clin. 

The third knockdown was registered for 
the champion. Once more Firpo was on his 
feet without taking a count, but bleeding 
from the mouth. 

Firpo fought savagely and Dempsey 
viciously. At close quarters the champion 
felled the challenger for the fourth time, em- 

loying a short inside left hook. This time 

irpo took a count. He was on his side until 
the referee had tolled five over him. At nine 
he was up. 

Dempsey charged upon Firpo intent upon 
finishing him. Here he sale his greatest 
mistake. Firpo, most dangerous when hurt, 
nailed Dempsey with a right to the jaw which 
staggered and dropped him to one knee. 

The champion sprang erect, but he was 
dazed. Firpo too was weak and groggy. 
Instinctively Dempsey tried to clinch. 
Firpo beat him away, battering him to the 
ropes. 

Dempsey stood with his back to the ropes, 
making no effort to defend himself, while 
Firpo sent lefts and rights to the number of 
fully a dozen. None of the blows landed 
cleanly, but all of them hurt. A right 
high to the head drove Dempsey backwards 
through the ropes. 

It looked like the end of the bout and a 
new champion. Dempsey fell half out of the 
ring. His legs from the knee down were in 
the ring hung over the lower rope. His back 
was bent over the edge of the ring platform 
and both his shoulders rested squarely on 
egg which served as the newspapermen’s 
esk. 


Referee Gallagher began the count. For 
five seconds Dempsey did not make a volun- 
tary move, but the sporting writers before 
whom he fell tried to push him back into the 
ring and away from them. At the count of 
eight Dempsey had dragged himself back 
through the ropes and lurched to his feet. 

Dempsey swayed toward Firpo. The 
challenger punched wildly and ineffectively 
at him. In some manner Dempsey found 
Firpo’s head with another left hook and
